Now, as 
these do not consist with the idea of extreme 
youth, and as consistency mid realism are tha 
special jewels of the present fiction acbool, it 
follows that we have a heroine who, to say 
the least, ii "no longer young." Again, con- 
versation is. as every reader knows, an assen- 
tial element ot the contemporary novel; and 
analj-sis would probably snow the following 
ratio: Conversation, inclnding speculative in- 
terpolation by the author, three parts; inci- 
dent, one. What, iu the present exigency, 
were n silont or monosyllabic heroine? The 
heioino is sho who converses subtilely, saying 
far more than '•moots the oar," adroitly touch- 
ing both the lieighta and deeps of experience.

ICakccl Beans in Boston Style. 


New York Tribune 


Last Monday Miss Parloa began her morning 


lesson at her school of cookery by giving di- 
rections for baking beans in the Boston style. 
A quart of beans had been freed of stones and 
dirt, washed clean and soaked over night iu 
cold water. The water -was. poured off and 
enough warm water put in to cover the beans 
A pouud of rather lean salt porl: was added, 
anS the dish was allowed to boil moderately 
for half an hour. The beans were then turned 
into a colander, and three quarts of cold water 
were poured over them. Half the beans wero 
put in a basil pot, thin the pork, with its rii/cl 
scored, and then the rest of the 
beans, 


and over them v as poured a mixture composed 
of a teaspoonCul of mustard, a tablospoouful 
of molasses and a cupful of water. Enough 
boiling water to just cover the beans was 
added, and they wero put into a slow oven to 
cook slowlv for ten hours. Miss Parloa said 
th»t it is this slow cooking, with Uie occasional 
addition of.a. Jittle water ao aa to keep the 
beans nearly covered al] tho time, which makes 
the dish nice 
The use of mustard lessens the 


liability of distress from eating of the beans. 
Where'pork is not liked, two pounds of corned 
beef can be substituted. 'When ready for serv- 
ing, the beans have a, jrtch brown color and are 
moist and whole. In this instance the testing 
of the dish waa postponed till the next day, be- 
cause, as already remarked, many hours were 
needed for the cooking.

The plant is adapted to field, gar- 


den, 
or hot-house cultivation. 
It can bo 


propagated by seeds, runners, or divisions of 
the root. No plant producing fruit multiplies 
so fast and never comes into tearing so quickly. 
One plant producing fruit this season will form 
fifty plants that will produce fruit next year 
This fruit, tho strawberry, which is produced 
su easily and is so excellent, is negl'ected to a 
greater extent than any f rmt that ia only grown 
in favored localities and with extreme difficulty. 
Many persons set out orchards of apple, pear, 
plum and cherry trees and wait a dozen years 
for them to produce fruit bofuro they inke the 
proper steps to secure a supply of strawberries. 
In fact, on the majority of farms no attempt is 
ever made to raise the plant that tempts the 
appetite as few things can.

Poisonous Qualities of Metals. 
As a law, metals are poisonous in 


proportion to the elevation of their 
atomic weight, or the low degree of 
their specific heai 
This law is the 


result of comparatively recent and 
certainly most interesting investiga- 
tions. Thus, in comparing cadmium 
and zinc, it was found that the form- 
er wae much more active than tbe 
zinc, tbe two having the relations in- 
dicated; barium, again, was more 
poisonous than stromtum, and the 
latter than calcium. This law has 
also been verified by comparison of 
the groups of telluritcs; thus the lat- 
ter, 
a ad" eelenites, are extremely 


poisonous—much more so than the 
sulphi'les, which are scarcely 
dan- 


geroaf. Finally, oxygen, which be- 
longs to the group of sulphur, selen- 
ium and tellurium, is only poisonous 
when animals are exposed to the 
compressed gas, BO that their blood 
is made to contain about double the 
normal quantity.

Now in Possession of the Finest Temple 


and Lodge Booms Anywhere 


in Central Illinois. 


A full description of the magnificen 


new Masonic Temple, erected by the De- 
catnr Masons in this city daring the pas! 
two years at a cost of $25,000, has ap- 
peared in the columns of the REPCBWOAN 
in connection with the write-up of the 
imposing ceremonies attending the lay- 
ing of the corner stone by Grand Master 
Scott on August 10th ot last year. The 
temple is admitted to be cue of the most 
sightly structures in the west, and is well 
worth all the praise that can be heaped 
upon it, for it tells of the healthy growth 
of the order and the enterprise and pub- 
b'c spirit of its members, most of whom 
are old residents and prosperous business 
men in our community. The temple is 
tour stories high, and from the top of it 
one can look over the entire city, and be- 
yond the limits as far as the eye can 
reach. On a clear day the villages of 
Eiwin and Forsyte can be seep, and with 
a field glass Maroa and Maoon can be 
distinguished in the distance—13 miles 
away. 


THE LODGE ROOMS. 


This forenoon in company with Mr. 


George Dempsey and Mr. Henry Hum- 
mell (the latter white-haired patriarch 
being one of the few surviving charter 
members of No. 8), a REPUBLICAN repre- 
sentative ascended the wide stairway 
leading to the third floor of the temple 
and took a look through the splendidly 
furnished lodge rooms, which are beauti- 
fully finished in Queen Anne styla Be- 
Core entering the main room where every- 
thing is "on the square," the visitor pass- 
es through the four ante rooms having 
folding doors, which occupy a space 29 
feet deep and 38 feet wide. There is a 
double entrance to the main lodge room, 
one from each of the two nearest, ante- 
chambers, and once in the main room, 
where in future the Masons will assemble 
for the transaction of -work in the differ- 
ent degrees of the order, the visitor is at 
once impressed with the simple elegance 
of the interior arrangement of the typical 
:emple. The room is 38% feet wide and 


">G feet deSp, and is elegantly furnished 
with new material throughout. The floor 
s covered with a heavy emblematical 
body Brussels carpet, the most prominent 
solor being blue. There are 400 yards of 
his carpet used to cover the whole of the 
econd Hoor, and it was procured through 
he firm of Abel & Looke, who had it 
made to order. It is circled by a wide 
emblematical border. The ceiling of the 
com ie 17 feet high lacking three inches, 
mil the walls are finished in white. They 
will be adorned only with two or three 
ilasonic pictures. There are five richly 
ipholstered officers' chairs in the room 
which coat in the neighborhood of $150, 
and placed around the room are six dozen 
ubstantial chairs for the use of the mem- 
jers. These chairs cost $60 a dozen. 
?hree richly gilded and brightly bur- 
nished chandeliers are pendant from the 
eiling in the centre of the room, and 
here are tapers and gas jets for the use 
f the secretary and treasurer at their 
eparate desks at the right and left of the 
Master's rostrum. The three pedestals 
re heavy and pretty, and everything 
bout the room is in keeping with the 
ine exterior appearance of the temple, 
'he banquet hall and drill room for the 
ommandery is above the lodge room on 
tie fourth floor. It is 38J£ feet wide and 
5 feet long, the ceiling being 13 feet high. 
t is reached by means of a broad stair- 
•ay leading from the entrance to one of 
lie ante rooms. Here the Masons will 
eat, drink and be merry" in the presence 
f their wives and daughters, and here 
lie Sir Knights will obey the commands 
f the drill master. 
The dedication, ot the new temple is 


ixed for a day iu the msnth of June, 
when Grand Master Browning and other 
high joint" Masons will be in attend- 
nce. The first meeting in the new Tem- 
ile of Macou Lodge, No. 8, will be held 
o-morrow evening.

Tfco following is the sreneral concep- 


lionofthe Gul? Stream as at present 
anderstood, subject, of course, to modi- 
fication in minor details hereafter : The 
north equatorial current of the Atlantic 
striking against South' America n ue- 
ilecteil northward, and as much of it as 
-an passes between Grenada and the 
north shore ol South America along the 
Spanish main. Much more of it, how- 
ever, is deflected by the islands in a 
more northerly direction between Bar- 
badoes and the -Grenadines. A part of 
the water which thus enters tho Carib- 
bean emergei again between Guada- 
loupe and Hayti, with a higher temper- 
ature than it had before. A large por- 
tion of equatorial water proceeds west- 
ward between the Bahama banks and 
Hayti, and enters the western Caribbean 
through the Windward Passage. An- 
other portion continues on along the 
uorthern show of Cuba to the Straits 
ol Florida. 
The temperature at the 


Windward Passage is several degrees 
higher than it is when the equatorial 
water reaches the Windward Islands, 
from Trinidad and Barbadocs to Guada- 
lonpe. 
This is because it has been 


passing over a series of shoals and 
banks, and has been thoroughly warmed 
by the sun. It is to be borne in mind 
that the bottom water (at 2,000 fathoms) 
in the enclosed basins of the Caribbean 
and Gulf is no colder than the water of 
the outside Atlantic at a level • with the 
rim (700 fathoms) of these basins (i. e., 
39.5 deg. Fah.), while at 2,000 fathoms 
outside, the Atlantic waters are two and 
a half degrees colder. This suggests a 
speculation as to whether if the enclosed 
water had once been any colder it could 
have become warmed to its present tem- 
per.ature, which seems improbable, and 
leads to the inference that the rim of 
these basins has perhaps existed ever 
since the general temperature of the 
colder Atlantic water-was much higher 
than now. As has been pointed out by 
Superintendent Hilgavd, the current 
entering the Gulf of Mexico from the 
Caribbean does not make the circuit of 
the Gujf as formerly supposed, and has 
no necessary connection with other cur- 
rents around the Gulf. On the contrary, 
it passes to the northward and eastward 
in the same general trend as the Yucatan 
plateau, and issues from the Straits of 
Florida with such re-inforcements as it 
may receive from between Cuba and the 
Bahama Banks, as above mentioned. 


The temperature of the Gulf Stream, 


now individualized and defined, in the 
early part of its course, according to 
most careful observations by Bartlett, 
rarely exceeds 83 degrees in June and 
July," except under a hot sun in very 
calm weather. 
The temperatures oi 


the stream at corresponding depths are 
the same as those found between the 
Windward Passage and the Gulf oi 
Mexico. 
The width of the Straits oi 


Florida between Jupiter Inlet and Mem- 
ory Rock on Little Bahama Bank is 
forty-eight miles, the greatest depth 439 
fathoms: the area of the cross-section 
about 430,000,000 square feet, and at 
three knots (the average velocity) the 
delivery here would be about 436,000,- 
000,000,000 tons per diem. This is evi- 
dently much less than the amount 
called for by the volume of warm water 
which spreads over the greater part oi 
the Atlantic Ocean, from Cuba to Nor- 
way, 
and which by cerlain philosopher 


is ascribed to the outpour from the Gulf. 
The width of the stream varies from 
fifty to nearly one hundred miles, the 
velocity and temperature of the axis be- 
ing greater . than that ot the lateral 
part. 
Its average rate may be two and 


a half miles an hour, in many places is 
less, and in some reaches five miles an 
hour. A delineation of the stream in 
tints corresponding to its varyug sur- 
face-velocities 
shows that

Tybee Light and Okacroke tbe velocity 
oi the whole stream over a consid""«.ble 
area is diminished, and in each case a 
little later (off Charleston and Halteras) 
is suddenly increased. 
The inference 


from this woaU' be that in these !• <tali- 
ties the current receives n temporary 
shock ot some kind, overcoming which 
it starts with renewed vigor. At Hat- 
teras this check is due to the Labrador 
current, which is met and overrun, but 
the observations do not show any water 
of Labrador temperature off Charleston. 


Instead of running ovar a trough, the 


stream passes over a tolerably even pla- 
teau, or area of very gentle slope east- 
ward, which extends off the coast from 
the Hahamas to Hatteras, narrowing 
northward. The "trough" was due to 
the rapid current running away with the 
slack of the sounding lino when in its 
grasp, and consequently registered too 
great a depth — an error common to all 
soundings with ropes in a current, not 
excepting those of the Challenger. 


lusLeuil of having a cushion of other 


water to gliile over, Kartlett found the 
bottom ot hard coral rock in the path of 
the stream, at 400 fathom", swept as 
clean of slime, ooze, or living things as 
the bed of a mountain torrent. Instead 
of bounding "cold walls" and interca- 
lated "onU! bunds." the water inshore 
appears to be a mere overllow ot Gull 
Stream water, and the temperature from 
the stream landward or seaward is but 
little cooler than tho stream itself, which 
is known ch'efly by its motion. Indeed, 
a two mile per hoilr soutlnvosterly cui> 
rent of nearly equal warmth was ob- 
served east of the Gulf Stream off 
Charleston on several occasions. The 
"cold bands" appear to have been due to 
rain-sqr.allsor other causes producing ac- 
cidentaliaequalties of temperature, wnich 
disappear a few feet below the surface. 


The Gulf Stream, in passing over the 


continental plateau, has its inner edge 
near but not rigorously continous with 
the line of 100 fathoms in depth, and 
extends 1x5 abDiit the curve of 510 fath- 
oms. The edge of the continental plateau 
drops suddenly to about 2,000 fathoms, 
and makes its nearest approach to the 
coast at Cape Hatteras. The eo'd Lab- 
rador current runs outside of and along 
this b;mk, and, when the Gulf Stream 
pours over it, causes a tumult in the 
waters. Whether the entire Labrador 
current undprriins the Gulf Stream, and 
follows the 2,000 fathom curve to the 
equntor,r>r whether a portion of it passes 
over the continental plateau inside, ris- 
ing in temperature, but retaining its 
motion and can-sing the tumult off 
Charleston and the southwest current 
outside the Gulf Stream (after passing 
under it), aie questions which thorough 
serial temperature observations will be 
required to determine. It is at least not 
improbable that some of the cooler 
water may creep southward as the Gull 
Stream itself is swayed off and on the 
coast by more or less opposing gales'. 
But Commander Bartlett appears to 
have disproved, among many other old 
notions, the idea that the arctic current, 
as s'ich, nnderruns the Gulf Stream to 
the Gulf itself, or even to the Straits of 
Florida.— AT. y. Evening Post.
